servance of the day. That was the 
origin of the European May Day. which 
has become a regular Institution tn all 
European countries." 

Labor Day Proposed 
Why the trade* union movement of 
this country withdrew from celebrat- 
ing May Day aa the International hol- 
iday of I -a bor haa never been ei- 
ptalned. Tho New York Central Labor 
Union on May Day, IMZ. suggested 
that the first Monday in September 
he designated as I^bor Day and a 
resolution to that effect was adopted. 
Two years later the A. P. of L. 
ofl\ciall'y endorsed tb«» first Monday in 
September. In 1**4. Congress declared 
this day a holiday in the District of 
Columbia and the territories and the 
states one by one declared it a boll- 
day In the ensuing year*. In the con- 
vention of the A. P. of f„ In 1903. a 
resolution to declare May Day as Ia» 
bor'a holiday was defeated and the 
trade unions have accepted the Sep- 
t ember day ever since. 

Nevertheless, many of the more 
progressive trade union* have In each 
year joined in May Day celebrations 
in union with the workers of all other 
countries. That ihe bulk of the unions 
decline to celebrate it only emphasize* 
the fact that they are out of step with 
their brothers on this matter In all 
other countries as they are in the mat- 
ter of Independent political action. 

We Socialists celebrate Labor Day 
•s well as May IHiy. although we pre- 
fer to see the workers of this country 
join with the- workers abroad on the 
one day that is dedicated to the work 
ing class of all countries So long as 
we celebrate apart from our fellows 
abroad It will stand as evidence of the 
fact that we bring up the rear of the 
world's l^ibor armies that are march- 
ing to the realization of the emanci 
nation of the working clas*. 

The ruling classes know no frontiers 
and we should also break down these 
artificial barriers that only tend to sep- 
arate the world's toilers Into nation- 
alist groups. Our interests are the 
same all over the world and our vision 
should be as extensive aa the world 
in which we live.

One Labor Day 
in Philadelphia

It was in Philadelphia on Labor 
Day in 1931. The openshop tight 
which had been launched that year 
to "deflate" labor was in full swing. 
Six thousand metal trades workers 
in th»« Cramp shipyards were on 
strike and several' thousand textile 
workers had bevn locked out for mauV 
«ieks by their employers. A Kig.int it- 
Labor Ihty parade and demonstration 
had been planned by the Philadelphia 
Central Labor Union. 

There were 2« union bands in 
that parade. The line of march was 
liowo Broad street from Ridge ave- 
nue south to Point Breeze park. On 
south Broad street near Walnut is the 
palatial building of the Manufactur- 
ers Club, housing about as hard boil- 
ed a group of op»m *h< pper* as exista 
in any industrial city.

The custom of saluting the flag 
and rvmoving the hat for the national 
anthem which had b^«*n accentuated 
during the war had not been laid 
aside As the otirrint; strains of the 
Star Span* U-d lUnr.«-r floated to the 
ears of the industrial lords of Phila- 
I'delphia. off came the hats while the 
hoots of Philadelphia Labor marched 
past. 

No sooner had one hand parsed out 
of hearing than the ri-xt one appear- 
ed and struck up the same atruin at 
the name corner, while bald b.ads 
shone In patriotic per-piratiun in the 
September sun. 

For once Philadelphia plutocracy 
took off their hats to Organized I.*- 
bor on labor's Own Day.

Chief of Police Zober. iiuestioned 
later by a representative of the Civil 
Liberties Union, declared that he 
knew nothing of the au.uk on the 
picketers and that he would allow 
picket lines at only three of the six 
mill gnten. More than that, he de- 
clared, would ' be "mass picketing." 
contrary to New Jersey taw. He ob- 
jected to "foreign agitators'* coming 
from New .York City. When asked 
whether he hud any legal right to de- 
termine arbitrarily thai picketing 
sh»m Id be banned at certain gates, he 
replied that he had **beei: in the atrike 
30 weeks, knew what tn do. and was 
laying down the law hen "

General IC.ingel was tic organizer 
of an expedition of Mexh ..ti* living in 



Texas to help overthrow the Dial 
regime. Most of them were mem- 
bers of the Partldo Liberal Mexlcano 
whose motto was Land and Liberty. 
The plans of the expedition were com- 
municated to Sheriff W. C. Gardner 
by Ortiz, reputedly a Mexican spy 
Gardner and Ortiz started in pursuit. 
Ortiz, coming upon the revolutionists, 
was taken prisoner. The expedition 
was overtaken by the sheriff's posse 
near Carixzo Springs, Texas, but al- 
lowed to proceed on condition that 
they send Ortiz back. Ortiz was later 
found killed. 

Rangel and bis men. captured by 
United State* cavalry near the Rio 
Grande, were tried for murder at San 
Antonio. Together with Charles 
Cline, an American. Abraham Cla- 
neros, Jesus Gonzales, Leonardo M. 
Vasquez and Pedro Paroles. Rangel 
was sentenced ou circumstantial evi- 
dence. Friends say that the only 
proved charge against the men was 
the violation of U. S. neutrality laws. 
The American Federation of . Labor, 
the Mcxiian Federation of Labor, the 
Civil Liberties Union and numerous 
individuals and organizations have 
tried particularly the last two years, 
to secure their release. It Is known 
that Gov. Ferguson has had the mat- 
ter umbr 1 onsideration for over a 
year, and it Is understood she hesi- 
tated to act before for fear of creat- 
ing an additional political issue fur 
her opponent «.

The "Open Shop" Is an 
UnAmerican Institution 



By John M. Work 

Whenever a work in gm in doe* any- 
thing which tue capitalists do not 
approve, they denounce him as on- 
American. It Is one of thuir regular 
stunts to turn the truth upside down 
and Inside out. for their own finan- 
cial benefit. 

True to this corrupt characteristic 
they refer to the s«xa!ted open shop 
as "the American plan." 

What is the "open shop**? 

It Is a shop in which the employes 
are unorganized Each employe makes 
bis own Arrangements with the em 
ploycr. It is the opposite of col- 
lective bargaining. The employe* 
have nothing to say about wages— 
about the hours of labor— about the 
conditions of la I or— about .safety de- 
vices -or anything else. The em- 
ployer is ~tnt- whole cbe**e." He 
"runs his own busin* »■« to suit him- 
self to use the malignant expres- 
sion so dearly loved by tabor haters 
and labor skinners..

Americanism mean* a square d<*al ' 
for everybody. j 

Certainly I do not mean to *ay that j 
Ame'ica has a mo&optdy on the ] 
s'luare d-ai. Neither do I mean to say] 



that America has always given every- 
body a square deal. Far from It. 

But that Is what Americans, the 
maeses of the American people, have 
stiw.d fur and believed In. Just the 
same. In trying, in a blundering 
way. to put Into practice, they have 
been thwarted by the holders of 
special privileges. Nevertheless the 
square deal has been their ideal, and 
that is the spirit that is entitled to 
be railed Americanism. 

In the old days of "hand tools and 
small industries, when each industry 
employed only a *Ught number of 
num. it was the natural thing for each 
man to deal individually with the em- 
ployer. The men and the employer 
worked together. They understood 
each other. They were friends and 
neighbors. Modern problems did not 
exist. It was easy for them to make 
mutually satisfactory arrangements 
with each other. 

Those conditions have receded into 
the pa.st. The industries are now of 
mammoth aUe. They employ multi- 
tudes of men and women. The em- 
ployes have no personal relations with 
the employers. To the- employers 
fhey are but so many pawns in the 
game of getting rich. 

Under these circumstances the 
union shop is made necessary l»y the 
very same square deal whli h mule 
it unnecessary in the early days. These 
modern conditions make coll. . five 
bargaining a necexsity if laitor is 
to have even a modicum or f.iir play. 

It is therefore accurate to say that, 
so far as It goes, the union shop em- 
bodies the spirit of Americanism: and 
it is the duty of all workers and their 
friends to boost for the union .shop. 

Yet. It must be remembered that 
the spirit of Ameri* anbm cannot be 
put into practice wholly and com- 
pletely so l«»nr as capitalism lasts. 
Things can be made better and better, 
but to put the spirit of Americanism 
into practice completely, capitalism 
must be transformed Into the coop- 
erative commonwealth. Genuine in- 
dustrial democracy must be estab- 
lished, and that means Socialism 
Men and women who hav» the real 
American spirit wilt seek a peaceful, 
gradual, constructive chane* of the 
social order into collectivism and 
human brotherhood.-

The faihire of the subway strike in 
New York h^s significance for the 
whole A. F. of L. movement. The 
striker* never affiliated with the A. F. 
cf L. aad they sorely missed the 
knowledge ex;-erience. prestige, and 
moral and finan-i ial supi<»rt whi< h A. 
F. of L affiliation might have brought. 
For the failure of negotiations be- 
tween the strikers and the A. F. of L. 
personalities on both side* wer** part- 
ly responsible. More responsible, how- 
ever. wa> the t raft organization of 
rli-- street car workers The subway 
strik.-rs had belonged to a company 
•ituon. They had worked together. 
They were striking together. But 
when it came to joining the A. F. of 
U ih-y found that not all of them 
«ould unite with the Amalgamated 
Association of Street Railway Em- 
ployes hut that they would have to be 
split up in several craft unions. On 
this null, negotiations bro'*e. The 
■•trike which was in its essence a 
hopef.il revolt against the company 
unionism whuh the A. F. of I- hates 
went on without A. F. of L. help. It 
was defeated. Company unionism won 
another victory. 

This is not altogether an isolated 
rune. We know of an important com- 
pany union whi»h would probably re- 
volt and join the A. F. of L. if it 
«ould not have to t>e split up straight- 
wav into craft »inions Su« h a state 



I of affairs raises Vhe question whether 
; the A. F. of L can make a winning 
, tight against company unions without 
j fir. t dealing with the problem of craft 
'organization. Historically, craft or- 
■ ganitation was the line of least re- 
sistance. It may still be the logical 
type of organization for most of the 
: building trades although they too 
have been cursed with Jurisdictional 
' disputes. It is not the logical type 
of organization for modern large scale 
industries. The A. F. of L. Itself has 
' tn it successful examples of industrial 
unicnism among the miners and 
needle workers. It cannot tight com- 
pany unionism without extending this 
principle of organization. There are 
.some reat ditfUulties in the way of 
consolidation of craft unions whiih it 
will require statesmanship to over- 
come. Not the least of th*»se difficul- 
ties is the vested interest that officers 
naturally and inevitably acquire in 
their jobs. Too much is at stake to 
let these difficulties block the way to 
s.i«h reorganization as will be neces- 
sary If ever the A. F. of L. fight 
against company unions is to get he- 
>ond the paper stage. We do not want 
dual unionism in the United States. 
Neither do we want a great labor or- 
ganization impotent in the face of 
sut.b opportunity as was presented by 
the discontent in the ranks of the 
slave union which the Interborough 
Transit Company forced on its work- 
ers.
